Tha principal nautt which can be pointed to 
a* issuing from the discussioni on the Edu- 
cation question ia that the different stand- 
points- of the different parties have become 
clearly defined, and tha champion! af each ays- 
tem have learnt to understand and respect each 
other. Tha confidant murines with which 
each advocate propounded hit own plan, and 
tha oonternptuous intolerance with which it was 
customary to speak of opponents, have largely 
vanished from at least the Parliamentary dttcui- 
tlon of the question At the earn* time, though 
each eduction*) party has proved its import- 
ance by match in. victory from ita antagonists, 
then seems no possibility of a flee ting a general 
rtconciliition on tha basis of mutual 
cod cess ion and recognition.

Compre- 
hensive schemes being thut nude impossible, 
tha advocates of public education hare 
quitted their high ground and taken a 
In war potition. They attempt now only to 
legislate for localities, hoping In tnull and 
detached oommunitlat not to find iU the con- 
flicting slemrmta which viiit in the nation at 
Large, or to find them in a degree so email as 
to admit of their being a verbt* rne- 

Ti* essential provision of Sir Jo eh Pasim«- 
tcVi bill seems to be that. In every town or 
borough when a majority or the ratepayers are 
favourable to it, a rat* ahauid be impoMtl in 



support of the ichiwls, Tha religious Lnitruo- 
tiun to h* imparted will be that at the pro- 
priatoti or managers or tha school, and will 
thetefon b* denominational; but it is to be 
given at a special hour, and U not to be 
imposed on those whnte parents object 1 .
